The | 
convention, which began Sun- 
day, will continue through to- 
morrow. | 

Re-examination Needed. 
Referring to the recent televi- 
sion quiz scandals, he said the | 
broadcasting industry is going to 
have to conduct a searching re- 
examination of its operational 
theories and practices.

Secretary Flemming’s Bold. Action 


Secretary Flemming has acted with courage 
in the public interest in issuing a warning 
against cranberry crops which bear a cancer- 
producing residue from a chemical weed 
killer. The 1958 and 1959 crop in Washing- 
ton and Oregon has residues of aminotriazole, 
which was authorized—by the Department of 
Agriculture—for use in the bogs only after 
harvest. The Food and Drug Administration, 
which is under the Secretary of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare, is investigating to deter- 
mine whether cranberry crops in Wisconsin, 
New Jersey and Massachusetts have been 
contaminated also—and whether the same 
chemical has been used on other crops. 

The cranberries sold fresh, canned or as 
cranberry sauce in St. Louis come principal- 
ly from Wisconsin and secondarily from 
Massachusetts. 

The national cranberry association has de- 
nounced Secretary Flemming’s warning as 
“inflammatory,” and says all contaminated 
cranberries have been removed from the 
market. Statements that the small amount 
of aminotriazole on the contaminated berries 
would not be harmful to human beings are 
coming from some state officials and others 
in affected areas. In the present state of 
knowledge there can be no absolute certainty 
on either side. The one sure course, there- 
fore, will be to eat only those cranberries 
which the consumer can ascertain to be free 
from aminotriazole residue. 


The North Dakota Maverick 
The late Senator William Langer of North 


‘Dakota was one of only two Senators who 


voted against the labor reform bill this year. 
He was one of only two Republicans who 
earlier opposed confirmation of Lewis L. 
Strauss as Secretary of Commerce. He was 
one of only two Senators who, in 1945, voted 
against approval of the United Nations 
Charter.

by.secret ballot. To assure their re-election 
as heads of their home locals they got them- 
selves renominated without opposition. 

In Mr. Hoffa’s case only 700 of the 17,000 
members of Local 299 showed up to nominate 
him as local president, the unit he has run 
since 1938. That is less than 5 per cent of 
the membership. Even fewer rank-and-filers 
turned out for the Brennan nomination, about 
250 of Local 337’s 10,500 members.

Supporters Predict Larger Political Future for Democrat George Docking

confesses to having been unhappy and 
frustrated most of his life.

“right” people. Leave him unencum- 
bered by the most elementary political 
experience, but note that he is a Demo- 
crat who was a registered Republican 
until a few years ago. Endow him

If this portrait is confusing to out- 
siders, it is downright unsettling to 
the folks in Lawrence, Kan. (popula- 
tion 23,296), Docking’s home town. 
(“‘They’ll tell you what a bum I am,” 
says the Governor, chortling.) 

They were perplexed when the presi- 
dent of their First National Bank an- 
nounced his candidacy for the state’s 
highest office in 1954. His defeat con- 
firmed their conviction that a cur- 
mudgeon like their George couldn't be 
elected county tax assessor. In 1956, 
when he became Kanasas’s first Demo- 
cratic Governor in 20 years they were 
greatly surprised. In 1958, when he 
was re-elected by a towering majority, 
they gave up trying to explain this odd 
local boy who made good. 

So did a lot of politicians who keep 
remembering how Docking, aow 565, 
gray-haired and looking like something 
of a motorized Abraham Lincoln, peri- 
odically blows his fuses at legislators, 
reporters, students or whoever is 


handy; and how he deliberately 
outrages sacred cows. 

It’s all a bit baffling, especially since 
even Docking’s most embittered op- 
ponents, while accusing him of ruth- 
lessness, demagoguery and more color- 
ful sins, rarely claim that he is poor 
at his job. 

“‘By and large he hasn’t made a bad 
Governor,” allows Topeka’s Alf Lan- 
don, who rose from the same spot to 
G.0.P. presidential candidate in 1936. 
“T guess he does have a pretty bad 
temper, but nobody gives a damn 
about that.” 

Chiefly, however, the Governor’s 
relatively charmed political life is 
attributable to his popularity at the 
polls in the face of a legislature which 
the opposition controls by a comforta- 
ble majority in the House and four to 
one in the Senate. This approval, in 
turn, is the product of an image which 
every political contemporary might 
paste on his shaving mirror. It is the 
picture of a man honest, drastically— 
almost violently — independent and, 
above all, tight with the tax dollar. 

‘Money is kind of sacred to George,” 
says one of the Governor’s business 
partners. 

Decking’s feud with the University 
of Kansas is, first, a personality clash 
with Dr. Franklin D. Murphy, an 
Eisenhower Republican who had been 
dean of the medical school and be- 
came chancellor (president) of the uni- 
versity in 1951 at 35. Doctor Murphy 
wants to turn his fine school into a 
Midwestern Athens. 

The Governor told me, “I don’t like 
the way he runs the school. I think 
he’s terrifically expensive: He’s more 
interested in building an art center 
than an educational institution.” 

Dr. Murphy believes that art, among 
other influences, is essential to educate 
today’s citizens. 

Is a anew isolationism of the mind 


sprouting in the wheat belt? Some 
think so. Others blame the anti- 
university trend on a growing general 
tax fatigue which has intensified the 
economy-minded of Kansans. 

The Republicans are as frustrated as 
delinquents at a Sunday-school picnic. 
When the Governor kept returning 
funds they had voted him to run his 
office and mansion—and using his ges- 
ture as a peg for speeches about the 
virtue of thrift—they decided to reduce 
the executive budget; Docyng an- 
nounced that he and Virginia codld 
always move into an apartment, and 
the Republicans spluttered. 

None -of this sport has obscured 
what prompted Docking’s re-election 

* and irritates the 
Republicans most: 
that he appointed 
able men to key 
jobs and runs the 
state solvently and 
without scandals, 

What’s next for 
the Governor? This 
problem preoc® 
pies his closest 
friend and adviser, 
Don Hewitt. Hewitt 
believes that his old K.U. chum George 
has built a record fit for the vice presi- 
dency, possibly even the presidency. 
“We're an oasis of solvency in a des- 
ert of waste,” he observes. 

Some Docking boosters agree, but 
wonder whether his temper won’t lead 
him into disaster on the climb up- 
ward. For the time being, the wisest 
tipsters speculate that he will run for 
an unprecedented third term. The Re 
publicans note that one of their two 
G.O.P. Senators, ‘Andrew Schoeppel, 
also is up for re-election next year. 
Some of them hope that Docking will 
decide to tackle him and, if need be, 
even defeat him—just so long as they 
can get “that man” out of Kansas. -

One in 16 Has Birth Defect, 
Dimes Drive Speaker Asserts 


Scientist Praises National Foundation in 
Talk to Mothers—Cites Need for 
Meeting Problem. 


“One out of every 16 children 
born in St. Louis has a signifi- 
cant birth defect,” a Washing- 
ton University medical scientist 
told a meeting of the Mothers’ 
March of Dimes at Hotel Statler 
last night. 

Dr. Oliver H. Lowry, head of 
the School of Medicine's depart- 
ment of pharmacology, praised 
the National Foundation for un- 
dertaking studies of birth de- 
fects. The March of Dimes 
drive supports the foundation. 

Dr. Lowry said ignorance con- 
cerning the cause of birth defects 
was ‘“‘the largest unmet child- 
hood medical problem in the 
country today.” He addressed 
250 campaign leaders and school 
representatives. 

“Although some birth defects 
can be corrected by surgery, one 
of each two babies born with a 
defect faces lifelong illness and 
disability because medical 
science does not know why these 
defects occur,” Dr. Lowry said. 


He pointed out that the devel- 
opment of a normal infant is an 
amazing and complicated se- 
— of events. It is no wonder 

things sometimes go wrong, 
he said, and probably there are 
reasons for serious de- 


find the causes and pre- 
them,” he said, “we may 
have to learn a great deal about 
this wonderful growth and 
development process. Surely this 
is of universal concern.”’

Farmers worry about consolidation of 
small farms into big ones with the resultant decrease 
in opportunities for beginning young farmers. 


The experts frankly admitted that agriculture’s biggest 
problem is the lack of a united front, and as moderator Brice 
Ratchford of Missouri U. put it, “A tendency to talk about 
what’s wrong instead of what’s right.’’ Several pointed out 
that we should be grateful for surpluses instead of bemoaning 
them. Others hoped the public and the press might view agri- 
culture with a more friendly eye.

The Housewife, Star Fund Raiser

NEW YORK, Nov. 10 (UPI) 
LOOK WHAT’S HAPPENED 
to the housewife. She’s become 
a tycoon in a multi-billion-dollar 
business — Raising money for 
philanthropic causes. 

About 30,000,000 women—most 
of them housewives—will have 
volunteered their services to one 
or more philanthropic projects 
by the end of this year,reports 
the American Association of 
Fund-Raising Counsel, Inc. The. 
total number of volunteers is ex- 
pected to reach a record of 45,- 
000,000 persons. 

These volunteers will round up 
more than seven billion, dollars 
—about four billion dollars more 
than in 1950. By 1970, the asso- 
ciation expects fund - raising 
drives to bring in 14 billion dol- 
lars. 

Why so many women in fund- 
raising? 


“Because they have the time 
and convictions and are vital-

And they’re apt to investigate 
a cause before they go to 
work.” 


Women are good salesmen, and 
when armed with the facts and 
a strong belief in their cause, 
they can accomplish more with 


men than men can. Women also 
are effective public speakers and 
letter writers. Their positions in 
fund raising range from top pol- 
icy makers to doorbell ringers. 

Fund-raising in the United 
States began in colonial days, 
the association said. Men such 
as Benjamin Franklin and Thom- 
as Jefferson helped through 
their writings. 

In those days, money was s0- 
licited for relief of higher educa- 
tion. Today, the needs of the 
young, the sick and the aged are 
the chief objectives, although 

reation programs rate much 
igher than formerly. 

As cities grew, organized ef- 
forts replaced individual aid, and 
professional fund-raisers devel-

Higlhly-organized groups such 
as we know today started during 
World War I. At that time, 
women came into the picture as 
volunteers for the United War 
Fund and the Community Chest, 
Church said.

There she sang three “Wal- 
kuere”’ Bruennhildes and three 
“Siegfried’’ Bruennhildes. She re- 
peated this assignment in 1954, 
1955 and 1956, and also found 
time to sing a complete Ring 
Cycle at Berlin’s Staedtische 
Opera and the Paris Opera. 

In 1957, instead of fulfilling her 
annual European opera engage- 
ments, Miss Harshaw starred in 
an exciting production of ‘Die 
Walkuere” at Red Rocks, near 
Denver, Colo.

South hadn't counted the cost 
of the spade finesse. It was 
bound ‘to lose, since West surely 
had all of the missing high cards 
for his opening bid. Moreover, 
the defenders would then be in 
position to take five tricks. This 
was a higher price than South 
could afford to pay. % 
South should have counted his 
tricks to find out what he could 
afford. He could expect only one 
spade trick, as we have seen, 
two hearts, four diamonds (if all 
went well), and two clubs. This 
plan would cost him two hearts, 
one diamond, and one club. The 
price was right, and South should 
have settled for it. . 
Instead of taking the spade 
finesse, South should lead the 
king of clubs to knock out the 
ace. The defenders could’ take 
their four tricks, but then South 
would take the rest as long as 
the diamonds broke favorably.

Attacks on UNICEF 


DE KALB, Ill., Nov. 10. 
LAST THURSDAY EVENING, after a delightful dinner 
given in honor of Miss Helen Ferris, who is retiring as editor 
of the Junior Literary Guild, I took a plane to San Francisco 
to join my colleagues of the American Association for the 
United Nations in a regional meeting for which the Northern 
California Regional Council of the A.A.U.N. was host. 


This was one of our regional meetings—the third 
held this autumn, and the largest. Only two states 
in the region were unable to send representatives— 
Alaska and Hawaii. 


After Clark Eichelberger and I had breakfast with mem- 
bers of the.national board who live in the Pacific Coast area, 
our first meeting of the day was for state presidents and 
chapter representatives, and at it we discussed problems 
as they arise in the different states. 

Almost every state has to meet some opposition from 
people who have not yet decided to accept the existence and 
value of the United Nations. Some chapters have difficulties 
with schools. Others in states that have only a few big cities 
and vast areas of sparsely populated country face the prob- 
lem of finding the things that will keep everybody interested 
once they have become members. 

Our prime objective, of course; is to see that as many 
people as possible in the United States know about the U.N. 
and its specialized agencies, understand the work that is done 
day in and day out, and be convinced of the ultimate ob- 
jective, which is a peaceful world. Our members must also 
be ready to meet the attacks that are leveled sometimes at 
the U.N. as a whole and sometimes at one of the specialized 
agencies or some particular activity of the organization. 


For instance, at the moment UNICEF is being 
attacked. It seems incredible that anyone would 
attack work being done to feed and provide medical 
care for children in any area of the world. Someone 
decided, however, that Communists had infiltrated and 
certain Communist children were being fed. To the 
average American, I am sure that a hungry child, if it 
lives in a Communist country or not, should be fed. 
If it is ill, it should be cared for. But some of our 
most respectable ladies have decided that this: is 
dangerous for our own future—and often when ladies 
decide something, men follow suit. 


I hope this particular attack will shortly evaporate. But 
it is annoying to have to contend with such a stupid outlook. 
It is doubly ‘annoying to those who want to interest young 
people in doing something constructive and hope through the 
young people’s interest to reach the hearts and minds of some 
of the old people.

tion. And in view of this, we 
were interested to receive 
rather detailed letter on 
situation from 
friend John Funk, fisheries re- 
search supervisor for the Mis- 
souri Conservation Commis- 
sion, 

“Your recent comment in the 
column on carp in Current river 
is well taken,” says John. ‘““We 
have been studying them since 
they began to appear in unusual 
numbers in the summer of 1958 
and I thought yeu might be in- 
terested in things we have found 
out and some of our ideas about 
them. Carp are not new in the 
Current; an occasional one is 
taken each year, especially in 
the lower part. However, in 1958 
large numbers showed up, both 
in the fishermen’s catch and in 
our samples. We began to try 
to figure out why this had hap- 
pened but our concern was 
eased when the giggers that au- 


the carp came back in much 
larger numbers. 

“We have taken scales from 
many of these fish and have 
determined their age and rate of 
growth. All were hatched in 
the same year, 1957. They grew 
rapidly the first two summers 
but made little or no growth in 
this 1959 season. These are val- 
uable pieces of information, as 
you can see. They show that just 
one ‘year-class’ is responsible 
for the invasion and that some 
fortuitous circumstance some- 
where on the watershed in the 
spring of 1957 made possible the 
production of great numbers of 
young carp. Finally they indi- 
cate that the invaders are not 
doing well in the Current; that 
it is probably a poor habitat for 
carp and was invaded only as a 
result of population pressure 
elsewhere. 

“As for the source, we know 
the species seldom reproduces in 
flowing streams. Even in north 
Missouri weg where carp 
are abundant, few young are 
taken in the stream proper. We 
know, too, that carp quickly in- 
vade overflow waters and will
